Sheriff warns citizens of ongoing phone scams

Coffee County Sheriff 
Dave Sutton raised flags 
Monday morning, April 22, 
for ongoing telephone 
scams running rampant in 
the area, and he encouraged 
citizens to be mindful of 
the scams, especially the 
elderly. 

“Tt seems like our elderly 
people still are being target- 
ed heavily with scams,” 
Sheriff Sutton said. 

He said many of these 
scam calls utilize local 
numbers these days to 
make it seem legit to the 
elderly. He said this is 
known as spoofing, as the- 
ses scammers are purchas- 
ing the rights to use local 
numbers to make their call 
seem like it is legit. 

The sheriff discussed a 
scam that had been report- 
ed to his office earlier 
Monday morning where he 
said the victim had been 
taken for $7,000 by a scam- 
mer that pretended to be 


calling on behalf of the 
Coffee County Sheriff’s 
Office. He said the scam- 
mer even used his name as 
well as the names of some 
of his staff. 

“These names are easily 
available,” Sutton said. 
“However, we do not solic- 
it money to pay off war- 
rants over the telephone. 
We will not do this.” 

The sheriff said the 
scammer convinced the 
victim there were warrants 
out for his arrest, and if he 
did not pay the money he 
would be arrested and war- 
rants also would be issued 
for his wife’s arrest. 

“This scared him so bad 
that he started getting 
money off his credit cards,” 
Sutton said. “Again, this is 
not how our office oper- 
ates.” 

In reference to another 
type scam call, Sutton said 
he, himself, recently 
received a call indicating 
he had been charged with 
fraud regarding his Social 


The first phase of the City of Elba’s LWCF [Land and Water Con: 


Security account. He said 
this did not go over well 
with him, but unfortunate- 
ly, some people can be 
fooled because the scam- 
mers can make it seem so 
real. 

A third scam the sheriff 
mentioned regarding 
income taxes. He said a 
scammer will try and con- 
vince the victim that he/she 
will get their refund quick- 
er if they pay a certain 
amount of money to the 
caller, Again, he said this is 
not legit. 

“Folks, if you’ve got a 
question, call us or your 
local law enforcement 
office,” Sutton said. “Do 
not fall prey to these scam- 
mers, and never offer per- 
sonal information over the 
telephone.” 

The sheriff further sug- 
gested simply hanging up 
on these people or blow a 
whistle into the phone 
receiver. He said these 
things might get their atten- 
tion quickly. 


Elba City Council discusses adding a volleyball 
and tetherball court each to Summerlyn Park

During the Elba City 
Council meeting held 
Monday evening, April 22, 
council members discussed 
possible uses for $10,000 
that had been budgeted for 
the recreation department’s 
summer program that had 
since been freed by a grant 
received for that summer 
program. 

Mayor Mickey Murdock 
said a recent $30,000 grant 
received by the Elba 
Recreation Department for 
the summer program would 
allow the city to take the 
$10,000 it had previously 
budgeted for the program 
and use that money for 


other recreational projects. 

The mayor suggested 
taking approximately 
$5,000, as estimated, to 
install a volleyball court 
and a tetherball court at 
Summerlyn Park [located 
by the Pea River bridge 
boat ramp area in down- 
town Elba]. He said this 
park needed additional 
recreational activity 
options, and it had been 
discussed that adding the 
volleyball court and teth- 
erball court might be ideal. 

Also, the mayor said he 
was proposing to add a 
sandbox for small children 
at Summerlyn Park as well. 

Council member Jane 
Brunson added that her 


only suggestion would be 
to make sure the sandbox 
had a cover on it to prevent 
it from becoming a large 
cat litter box. 

Assistant city clerk Pat 
Boothe said that would be 
taken into consideration. 

As for the other $5,000 
of the funds being dis- 
cussed, Murdock said this 
could be used with some 
additional funding to pur- 
chase three shades to be 
installed at the Splash Pad. 
He said the shades recom- 
mended by _ recreation 
director Greg Hanchey 
were $2,500 each. 

The mayor said there had

commissioners approved 
spending just over 
$200,000 to accommodate 
the growing roll-off service 
at the county landfill. 

Environmental services 
director Mike Thornton 
said the roll-off service at 
the county landfill had 
grown more than expected 
this year, and he requested 
the purchase of five 30- 
yard containers and five 20- 
yard containers for a total 
cost of $51,242. He said 
these would be purchased 
off the Sourcewell bid, a 
national joint purchasing 
agreement for governmen- 
tal entities. 

Commissioners voted to 
purchase the new roll-off 
containers as requested. 

In line’ with that, 
Thornton also said the 
county needed a new roll- 
off truck due to the growth 
of the program. He said the 
county could purchase a 
Kenworth roll-off truck off 
the Sourcewell bid agree- 
ment for $152,023. This too 
was approved by commis- 
sioners. 

County administrator 
Rod Morgan noted the Zion

Elba Police Chief introduces new 
officer during city council meeting

Elba Police Chief Leslie 
Hussey introduced the 
department’s newest officer 
to council members 
Monday evening, April 22, 
during the Elba City 
Council meeting. 

Hussey said Officer 
Joshua Sullivant had gradu- 
ated from the police acade- 
my last week, and he had 
the honor of pinning 
Sullivant’s badge onto his 
uniform during a gradua- 
tion ceremony held in 
Selma, Ala. He said 
Sullivant began his on-duty 
‘ride-along’ training last 
weekend with Elba Police. 

In a give and take sce- 
nario, Hussey said the addi- 
tion of Sullivant to the 
police staff was met with 
Officer Robert Seagle leav- 
ing Elba to go to work with 
the Coffee County Sheriff’s 
Office. He said Seagle 
would continue to do some 
part-time work for Elba, but 
he is now full-time for the 
county. 

When asked about the 
status of officer shortage 
for the police department, 
Hussey said the staff was 


short by four officers as of | 


Monday night. 

“It fluctuates regularly 
between’ three and four,” 
Hussey said. “We’re hiring 
quality people, but at the 
same time, we lose some 
because of the better pay 
and or benefits they can 
receive with other depart-

ments. At some point, we 
need to stop the bleeding if 
we can to try and stop this 
losing quality officers to 
other area departments.” 

In example, Hussey said 
Officer Seagle was going to 
be able to save over $200 
per month with the sheriff’s 
office because of insurance 
benefits for family cover- 
age. 

The chief said hopefully 
the department and city 
heads could come together 
on a plan in the near future 
to better address this ongo- 
ing problem. 

He did note that he may 
be looking at sending two 
more candidates to the 
police academy in the near 
future. 

In other news from the 
police department, Hussey 
said officers were investi- 
gating an incident from 
Monday afternoon that he 
referred to as a cutting/stab- 
bing. He said he called it 
that because in his many 
years of law enforcement 
he had seen enough to feel 
good about knowing a cut- 
ting/stabbing when he sees 
it. However, the chief said 
the victim claimed to have 
fallen across a fence. 

Hussey said the incident 
occurred in the area of 
Reynolds Street. 

He also noted the dis- 
patch area of the police 
department is undergoing a 
renovation, and this work 
should take only a few 
weeks.

A popular thing with wantabe politicians this year is the 
idea of forgiveness of all outstanding college loan debts. It 
sounds inviting but would only increase the federal deficit 
by those many dollars. It would also upset those who had 
the student loans but sacrificed a lot and actually paid the 
borrowed money back before retirement time. The bottom 
line according to those in the know about Washington is 
that such a proposal has about a zero chance of passing 
anytime in the foreseeable future. If that is the case, then 
such political talk is giving false hope to all of those loan 
holders, and especially those former students with the 
loans who might be trying to ‘pay ahead’ on their out- 
standing balance. Now they are openly wondering if they 
should stop this normally smart financial move and wait 
for ‘the government’ to forgive their debt. Apparently this 
is an American dream that will be shattered . . . . oh so 
slowly, but completely. 


We were talking with an Elba lady one day recently about 
storms and always hoping they go the other way. Her con- 
fession was that she would do that and then feel guilty 
when it actually happened. Her guilt was that by wishing 
the storm would skip her, she was somehow expressing a 
feeling that she deserves better treatment than all those 
other people. It was refreshing for us to hear someone else 
confess those feelings because our thoughts tend to go 
along the same lines. . . yet we have until now kept them 
in the recesses of our ole brain — maybe too embarrassed 
to admit our feelings. 


It is scary to review the numbers on the annual spending 
on Social Security, Medicare, etc. The numbers indicate 
the Social Security program cost $853 billion (note that is 
with a B) each year, plus $147 billion for disability 
checks, Medicare hospital, outpatient care and prescrip- 
tion drugs cost $740 billion. These total 45% of the annu- 
al federal budget. Now SS is in theory self-supporting but 
constant tinkering by the politicians has eroded that con- 
siderably and it is fast approaching the point of actually 
being another total burden on the U. S. Treasury. Oh by 
the way, the U. S. Treasury is now $22 trillion in the hole 
and digging deeper every day. 


It appears that Alabama voters will actually vote on a lot- 
tery bill sometime within the next year. One of the two lot- 
tery bills in the hopper was scheduled for a committee 
hearing on Tuesday of this week and maybe a full House 
of Representatives vote on Thursday. We don’t know the 
fine details of this bill but on the surface it just allows 
Alabama citizens to buy paper lottery tickets without 
going out of state. As long as it does not have some hid- 
den benefits reserved for lawmaker’s friends, we see no 
reason for opposing the bill. It is foolish to sit by and let 
Florida, Georgia and Mississippi reap the benefits from 
those Alabamians who are going to buy the tickets any- 
way. 


The unemployment rate in the Wiregrass is a fairly low 
category but not the very lowest in the state. Coffee 
County is at 3.8%, Geneva at 3.7%, Covington is higher at 
4.7% and Pike has 4.6%. Crenshaw ties with Coffee at the 
3.8%, and Houston is at 4.1%. Morgan, Marshall and 
Shelby all beat the Wiregrass with 3.3%, 3.2% and 2.8% 
respectly. Statewide employment is up with more people 
on the payroll than this time last year and 19,900 jobs still

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We want the stories to 
match. Especially Jesus’ 
crucifixion and resurrec- 
tion. But when one is dif- 
ferent from another, what 
does it mean? Is the Bible 
wrong? 

This question arises with 
one of the most easily 
remembered moments in 
the Bible. It’s eight days 
after Easter. Jesus has met 
with the disciples on Easter 
Sunday, but Thomas isn’t 
there. When Thomas hears 
the news, he famously says, 
“Unless I...put my finger 
into the print of the nails...I 
will not believe.” 

So on this eighth day, 
Jesus appears to the eleven 
and says to Thomas, 
“Reach your finger here, 
and look at my hands, and 
reach your hand here and 
put it into My side.” 

Thomas painfully 
answers Him, “My Lord, 
and my God!” (John 
20:25ff NKJV) 

It’s moving, seeing 
Thomas face his shame— 
Jesus had died for him and 
he’d refused to believe. 

Here’s the interesting 
part. This story appears 
only in John’s Gospel, and 
John paints Easter Sunday 
as glowing. Mary comes 
and tells the disciples of the 
resurrection, and the disci- 
ples later have a happy 
reunion with Jesus. (John 
20:18-22) 

Except that’s probably 
not what happened. 

According to Mark and 
Luke, the disciples didn’t 
believe Mary. Luke says 
they call her words “idle 
tales,” and when Jesus 
comes on Easter Sunday, 
He scolds the disciples for 
their disbelief. (Luke 24:11 
NKJV, Mark 16:11,14) 

Does that mean John’s 
Gospel is wrong? 

The Bible is never 
wrong. What’s there ois 


disciple telling on 
Thomas—John, who isn’t 
willing to tell on himself. It 
looks pretty bad, like John 
is throwing Thomas under 
the bus. 

Stop and consider this. 
Why did John write his 
Gospel? What’s in his 
heart? Here’s a big clue. 

John leaves out Jesus’ 
words on the cross, “My 
God, My God why have 
you forsaken me?” 

Why? 

Perhaps because, then as 
now, those words had been 
misconstrued. No one 
points out that Jesus uses 
an ancient Hebrew word 
for God at that moment. 
Now why would Jesus sud- 
denly do that? 

He’s quoting word for 
word an ancient Hebrew 
verse 1,000 years old, It’s 
the first line of a Psalm. 
The first line was custom- 
arily used at that time to 
identify the whole Psalm. 

Why was that Psalm 
important to Jesus? 
Because it proclaims victo- 
ry in Christ. That’s the 
point! 

But John knew those 
words could trip up many 
who didn’t know Hebrew, 
so John uses prophecy from 
that Psalm to connect Jesus 
to it, staying true to our 
Lord. 

John dearly loved Jesus. 
He likely felt that telling 
everything about Easter 
Sunday— the disciples’ 
tears and disbelief—might 
cause others to doubt. 

But John includes that 
painful story of Thomas’ 
shame because it gives 
John the chance to tell us

Amendment 50 gives Gulf states stable snapper season 


By DAVID RAINER

After a three-year strug- 
gle, saltwater anglers are 
on the cusp of a stable red 
snapper season with the 
approval of Amendment 50 
by the Gulf of Mexico 
Fishery Management 
Council. 

Amendment 50, which 
goes into effect in 2020 
with the approval of the 
Secretary of Commerce, 
gives the five Gulf states 
control over each state’s 
snapper season, and it 
allows leeway in size and 
bag limits within certain 


federal guidelines. 

“All of the Gulf states 
are excited to finally have 
this solidified and move 
forward with the manage- 
ment plans for the individ- 
ual states,” said Scott 
Bannon, Alabama’s Marine 
Resources Director. “It’s a 
win for the red snapper 
stock and a win for the 
states,” 

Bannon said state control

short under federal control. 
As a way to alleviate the 
impact on anglers and the 
Gulf Coast economies, the 
Gulf states were issued an 
exempted fishing permit 
(EFP) for the 2018 and 
2019 seasons, and states 
were able to set their sea- 
sons under a total allow- 
able catch for each state. 

Alabama originally set 
its 2018 season at 47 days, 
but near-perfect weather 
and an increased enthusi- 
asm for catching the state’s 
signature saltwater species 
forced Marine Resources to 
reduce the season to 28 
days, which ended in an 
almost perfect catch-to- 
allocation result. 

The way Alabama was 
able to ensure there was no 
significant overrun on the 
quota was through the Red 
Snapper Reporting System, 
more commonly known as 
Snapper Check. The 
mandatory reporting sys- 
tem allowed . Marine 
Resources to monitor the 
catch and close the season 
in response to the larger- 


than-expected harvest 
numbers, 
The success of the 


Snapper Check monitoring 
paved the way for the 
Council to approve 
Amendment 50. 

“The EFP only allowed 
us to set the season within 
our allocation. Under 
Amendment 50, we 
received an increase in 
allacotion from 25% to 


26.298%, and that increase 
will be permanent. We also 
have in Amendment 50 the 
ability to set size and bag 
limits within certain 
parameters. Those are man- 
agement tools to maximize 
the benefit for Alabama.” 

Alabama’s allocation of 
red snapper for the 2019 
private recreational season 
under the EFP is 1,079,765 
pounds. Alabama’s alloca- 
tion for the 2020 season 
increases to 1,122,661 
pounds if the private recre- 
ational sector doesn’t 
exceed its quota this year. 

Bannon said most red 
snapper anglers are happy 
with the upcoming season, 
and he anticipates there 
could be some 

The 2019 season length 
is tentatively set for 27 
days, starting June 1 with 
three-day weekends 
(Friday-Sunday) except 
opening weekend (two 
days) and July 4 week, 
which will be four days 
(Thursday-Sunday). The 
size limit and bag limit 
remain the same at two fish 
per person with a minimum 
size of 16 inches total 
length. 

Bannon is planning to 
ask snapper anglers for 
assistance to keep 
Alabama’s unparalleled 
artificial reef program at 
the top. The loss of funding 
for research in those reef 
zones will prompt him to 
ask the Conservation 
Advisory Board to imple- 
ment a reef fish endorse- 


ment beginning in 2020. 

“The reef fish endorse- 
ment is set up to help fund 
some of the research con- 
ducted in the reef zones, 
because we’re losing some 
of the funding used for that 
research,” he said. “The 
research needs to continue, 
and we also need funds to 
support programs like 
Snapper Check, which we 
hope to expand into a better 
program. 

As for Amendment 50, 
Bannon said Alabama has 
already shown state man- 
agement will work. The 
public is supportive, and he 
thinks that Secretary 
Wilbur Ross will quickly 
approve. 

“As J said the other day, 
Alabama has 3% of the 
Gulf coastline and will 
receive 26.298% of the 
total allowable catch for 
the 2020 season and 
beyond,” Bannon said. “I 
think Amendment 50 is a 
success for the fishery, and 
I think it’s a success for the 
states because the states 
can now manage the sea- 
sons, size limits and bag 
limits that best suit their 
anglers.”
